REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


This year finds us at the beginning of a new century 
and as we recall our own school days, we can see much 
improvement in educational lines; but we are sorry to say 
our town does not give the saueoe ae ee to our pupils, 
as do the surrounding towns. 

This fall there were so few pupils in District No. 1 we 
thought it would be better to have them conveyed to Dis- 
trict No. 2. By so doing we were able to have the twenty 
weeks of schooling required by law, in all the schools. 

State Superintendent Folsom came up last fall to inves- 
tigate the school matters of this town and to see if we 
were entitled to state aid; just here we will copy this clause 
relating to aid, as the school laws may not be in the hands 
of all our towns-people. 


CHAPTER 77, SESSION LAWS OF 1899. 


An act to equalize the school privileges of the cities and 
towns of the state. 


SECTION 6. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000) shall be appropriated annually from the state treas- 
ury forthe purposes of thisact. Twenty-five percent. of the 
entire appropriation shall be set apart each year to carry 
into effect section three of this act. Any portion of the 
sum so set apart and not expended as aforesaid, shall 
remain in the state treasury to be used in any subsequent 
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year, if needed, to carry out the purposes of said section. 
The remainder shall be paid by the state treasurer in De- 
~cember of each year to all the towns of the state in which 
the equalized valuation is less than $30c0 for each child of 
the average attendance in the public schools of such towns 
during the school year next preceding, and such other 
towns as may be added, as hereinafter provided on the 
sworn statement of the superintendent of public instruction 
certifying as to what amount each town is entitled, in 
direct proportion to said average attendance, and in in- 
verse proportion to the equalized valuation per child, and 
shall be used exclusively for the support of the public 
schools. The governor and council may, upon recom- 
mendation of the superintendent of public instruction, add 
to the class of towns specified above in this paragraph, 
such other towns as may seem from their peculiar con- 
ditions to need relief from too great a burden of school 
taxation. | 

Superintendent Folsom’s first question was, ‘‘ What will 
the town do with the money if they get it? If the town’ 
wants the money so as to cut down the sum usually raised 
for school purposes and so make taxes lower we do not 
propose to help you, but if the town will raise the same 
amount and if possible more each year, we will be glad to 
help those towns that will try to help themselves.’’ He 
saw the great need of longer and better schools here and 
stated the case plainly before the governor and council, 
who, we are pleased to announce, have given us the de- 
sired aid.and it now depends on us, as voters and parents, 
whether we receive this aid year after year or not. 

By this award the town is not relieved in any degree of 
the legal necessity of raising money for the support of its 
schools. It is merely calculated to help the efforts of the 
town to advance its educational standard. 
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As the amount we get depends on the average attend- 
ance of the pupils, it is necessary that we must be more 
strict with truants._ 

The number of pupils this year was enough to make the 
valuation less than $3,000 per child, but the average 
attendance was not enough. 

We ask all the towns-people to think over this matter 
and to help secure perfect attendance in our schools. 

Some of the registers last year contained so many absent 
marks that they are a disgrace to the District. To correct 
this fault we must look chiefly to the parents for help, for 
by them is the child influenced. 

We wish parents would have more interest in the schools 
and visit them. There are very few of them that ever go 
inside the schoolhouse and know nothing of the progress 
of the school, except as this one or that one expresses his 
likes or dislikes. 

We have purchased new geographys and maps this 
year and hope to soon ke able to exchange the readers, as 
the old ones are badly torn. 

The returns of the truant officer give the number of 
children between the ages of five and sixteen as fifty, 
twenty boys and thirty girls.
